—\P?}—Utilizing new principles of 
refrigeration whereby plates four 
by eight feet square are substituted 
for the usual ammonia pipes, an 
air freezer has been perfected by 
C. V. Trill of Ketchikan. 


In it salmon weighing between 


eight and 10 pounds are frozen in 
less than five hours. 
The plates 


arc cooled to a temperature of -15 
degrees below zero before the fish 
arc put on them. The freezer has 
a capacity of 88,000 pounds daily.
